ESTHETICS of the ART of SINGING 
And the Melodrama. 
By E. DELLE SEDIE, F.S.Sc. 
(Regio Stablimento, Ricordi, London). 

This remarkable work is written in English, French, 
and Italian, and divided into four separate books.

Mr. AND Mrs. HENSCHELS VooaL RECITALS.— 
These Recitals must be numbered with the most 
enjoyable. A glance at the four programmes of the 
series, which ended on the 11th ult., reveals the 
catholicity of Mr. Henschel’s spirit. Scarcely a 
composer of eminence is unrepresented, and many 
are included whose music has been forgotten. 


Tue Bacw Cuoir.—As no one else has taken up 
Schumann’s ‘‘ Genoveva,” the Bach Choir deserves 
thanks for so doing. Schumann’s opera would not 
be a success on our stage, and even in concert-room 
form it is not likely to be popular with choral 
Societies; but music so beautiful should not be 
entirely lost to the world, and after the initiative of 
the Bach Choir we may hope to hear selections from 
time to time. 





A Speciay Service was held on the 17th ult., at 
All Saints’ Church, Child's Hill, when Mendels- 
sohn’s 42nd Psalm was sung by the members of 
the St. Peter’s Choral Society (Cricklewood), under 
the directorship of Mr. A. A. Yeatman, F.C.O., 
Organist of Finchley Parish Church.

WHEN SHALL WE HEAR “OTELLO®” 


So we are not to hear Verdi’s new opera, 
** Othello,” at Covent Garden this season 
after all! Mr. Mapleson’s scheme at Covent 
Garden comprises nothing new, which we 
certainly think is a blunder. All Europe is 
anxious to hear the last and best work of 
the Swan of Busseto, and it would certainly 
have been “a palpable hit,” if Mr. Mapleson 
could have arranged to put ‘ Qtello” on 
during his short season, which would have 
thus been reudered one of the most illustri- 
ous we have had for many years past. The 
opera was such a signal and undisputed 
success in Milan that a full house and a 
favourable verdict might have been relied 
on. But it is not to be. Perhaps Signor 
Lago may later on be more venturesome, 
and satisfy the eagerness of London to hear 
this great work of a great master. 





The decision of the court respectirg the 
heuse occupied by Mr. Lansdowne Cottell, 


and in which he gives music lessons, is 
important as affecting professors of music 
who have pupils at their homes. The owner 
of the house granted a lease toa Mr. Bansart, 
and that lease provice | against the premises 
being used for ‘‘ any art, trade, or business 
whatsoever,” and insisted on their being 
used ‘fas a dwelling-house only.” Mr. 
Bankart in his turn granted an underlease to 
Mr. Cottell, empowering him to use the 
premises in his profession for the purpose 
of teaching music and holding classes. The 
original lessee brought an action against Mr. 
Bankart to compel him to restrain Mr. 
Cottell from using the house for any other 
purpose than as a dwelling-house, and the 
action succeeded, on tne ground that a lessee 
has no right to covenant to his sub-lessee 
for anything which is contrary to the terms 
of the original lease. Professors of music 
who take houses on an under lease to give 
lessons in them, must therefore take care 
that the lease under which they take the 
premises empowers such use of the premises 
as it is intended to make of them, or such 
professors may find, like Mr. Cottell, that 
when they are settled down in their homes, 
the original lessor can “ put his foot down,” 
and prevent them for the rest of the term 
from earning their living in a house for 
which they have covenanted to pay rent. 
We give a report of the case elsewhere. 


A county professor recently gave a concert, 
assisted by his pupils, of which the local 
papers took no notice. He writes to say 
that “if it had been a prize-fight on the 
moor, or something equally edifying, it 
would have been noticed.” We fear his 
complaint is just. Local papers—and 
London papers too, for the matter of that— 
find their readers take much more interest 
in prize-fights thanin concerts. Art is long, 
and life is short, but not too short to take 
note of prize-fights, albeit it is much too 
| short for most people to care for anything 
really good and enduring.

CRYSTAL PALACE. 


The Directors are acting on hints given in 
the press.

The Saturday afternoon concerts are to be 
continued until April 23rd, when Mr. Manns 
will take his benefit. Dr. Joachim, Professor 
Barth, and Miss Zimmerman are engaged to 
appear before Easter.

HERR SCHONBERGER. 


Herr Schénberger is a gifted artist, but 
his good qualities are marred by serious 
defects, which he ought to strive to over- 
come, if he desires to maintain first-class 
rank. His touch is sensitive, and the 
variety of tone remarkable. All :gradations 
seem to be at his command. He has 
phenomenal power of finger, so much so, 
that in scale passages each individual finger 
is made to fall with extraordinary strength 
on the keys. His expression and phrasing 
are those of a poetical artist, while his 
finish and technique display the thoroughly 
well trained student. But he adopts the 
modern fad of “higher development.” His 
hands are frequently raised above his head, 
with the result of coming down on false 
notes and blurred chords. He plays too 
many wrong notes; but banging and thump- 
ing are his worst feature. It is inconceivable 
that so good a musician can pound away as 
he does on the instrument submitted to his 
care. Another fault of Herr Schénberger is 
misuse of the loud pedal. He keeps it 
down till the air is filled with a distressing 
mixture; a common defect of some per- 
formers who prefer resonance to purity.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION FOR 
PROFESSORS OF MUSIC. 


TRITTON 2 BANKART. 


THIS was an action by the trustees of the 
late Mr. Alexander Hall Hall agaimst Mr. 
Samuel Stevens Bankart, the lessee of No. 
1, Westbourne Park, Paddingten, and Mr. 
George Lansdowne Cottell, the sub-lessee of 
the same premises, for an injunction to 
restrain the defendants from exercising or 
carrying 9n, or permitting to be carried on, 
at No. 1, Westbourne Park, the profession 
of teaching music or singing, or any art, 
trade, or business whatever, in breach of the 
lessee’s covenant, in a lease from the late 
Mr. Hall, “‘not to exercise, or carry on, or 
permit or suffer to be exercised or carried on, 
in or upon the .. . premises... any art, 
trade, or business whatsoever, but use the 
same as a private dwelling-house only, 
without the license and consent in writing ” 
of the lessor first had and obtained. The 
breach of covenant alleged was that Mr. 
Cottell had carried on at 1, Westbourne 
Park, the art, trade, or business of a teacher 
of music and singing, and for that purpose 
had held classes and given concerts and 
entertainments therein, and had named the 
premises ‘‘ The London Conservatoire of 
Music,” which inscription he had painted 
on the outside of the house. Mr. Cottell 
had become tenant and occupier under an 
underlease granted by Mr. Bankart in 
October, 1883, which expressly provided that 
the lessee might use the premises in his 
profession of teaching music and singing, 
and for that purpese might hold classes 
therein. The defendant Cottell also set up 
acquiescence on the part of the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Kekewich, in delivering judg- 
ment, said there were several questions of 
interest in the case, but on the main question 
there was no serious difficulty. Mr. Bankart 
let the house to Mr. Cottell, and, unfortu- 
nately, by some blunder, the lease to him, 
instead of containing an unqualified covenant 
to observe the lessee’s covenants in the 
original lease, contained an exception in 
favour of teaching music on the premises. 
That, however, was prohibited by the original 
lease, and therefore Mr. Cottell had in this 
way got a lease which in itself was a breach 
of a covenant in the original lease. Mr. 
Cottell was umaware, and had no actual 
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notice that he was doing anything improper, 
but, unfortunately, that was no defence to 
this action. The case of acquiescence set 
up by the defendant Mr. Cottell failed, and 
the plaintiffs had not acted unreasonably in 
coming to the Court. A point had been 
raised as to whether Mr. Bankart was liable 
to Mr. Cottell in this action. The latter had 
given a third party notice in proper form, 
but had not complied with the other require- 
ments of Order XVI. as to third parties. 
Even if he had done so, the case was not one 
of indemnity within that order. An injunc- 
tion must be granted against both defen- 
dants, the operation of which would be 
suspended for three months to enable Mr. 
Cottell to find other premises. Both 
defendants were liable for the costs of the 
action. 





THE VIENNIESE LADIES’ 
ORCHESTRA. 


The Royal Aquarium is to be the home of 
the Viennese Lady Orchestra for the whole 
of the London season. They have returned 
from Bavaria in better trim than ever. 
Mdme. Marie Schipek is conductor, and 
amongst the specialities introduced into the 
repertoire in honour of the Jubilee year are 
Weber’s “ Jubilee Overture,” Der Jubel- 
Walzer” (Jubilee Valse) of Josef Lanner, 
and Johann Strauss’ Valse, “‘ Hiildigiing der 
K6nigin Victoria von Grossbrittanien” 
(Homage to Queen Victoria of Great 
Britain). Their daily programmes consist 
of the Viennese Valses of Lanner, Strauss, 
Gung’l, Labitsky, Lumbye, and others, and 
the Galops, Gavottes, and dances of modern 
composers, also overtures and selections 
from the best operas and works of Handel, 
Bach, Mozart, Haydn, Beethoven, Schubert, 
Meyerbeer, Mendelssohn, Wagner, Flotow, 
Verdi, Balfe, Thomas, Bizet, Gounod, 
Herold, and all the great masters, besides 
all the recent opera bouffes, which they play 
in a manner at once unique and pleasing. 
Mr. Jules Levy appears during the season 
every afternoon and evening in conjunction 
with the Orchestra. 





IF THE LeErpzic Signale is to be believed, M. 
Lassalle has signed articles to sing in “ L’Africaine,” 
‘* Rigoletto,” ‘“ Hamlet,” and “ Don Giovanni,” at 
the Pesth Opera House. 





TRINITY COLLEGE, LONDON. 


A lecture, entitled ‘‘ Flutes of All Ages” 
(with musical illustrations), was given at 
Trinity College, London, on Tuesday, March 
8th, by Mr. John Radcliff, who was assisted 
by Madame Pauline Rita. The syllabus and 
list of illustrations was as follows: Pandean 
Pipe, Arghool (Egyptian Pipe) Toy Bagpipe, 
Song, ‘‘The bird that came in Spring” 
(written for Mdme. Rita by Sir J. Benedict), 
Chinese Flute (Tye), South American Indian 
Flutes, Nose Flutes (Africa), Magonda 
(Snake Charmer, India), Malay Walking- 
Stick Flute, Bagpipe (Upper Armenia), 
Thrce-holed Pipe (time of Shakespeare), 
Musette, &c., Solo, Radcliff Model Flute 
‘*Scotch Fantasia with Variations” (Rad- 
cliff), Musette (Tin Whistle) ‘* Merry 
Ploughboy ;” Flute-a-bec, Fife, ‘ British 
Grenadiers,” ‘‘ Ave Maria,’ Meditation on a 
Prelude by Bach for voice, flute, organ, and 
piano (Gounod) (accompanied on the Flute 
d’Amour), Solo (Bass Flute) ** Auld Robin 
Gray,” Song, “‘Lo, here the gentle lark” 
(Bishop), Solo, Flute “Irish Airs” (Sauvelet), 
Concluding Remarks, duet (Flute and piano- 
forte), ‘‘ Patience,” Sullivan. 

The lecture was listened to with profound 
interest, and was full of instruction, as Mr. 
Radcliff had made himself master of his 
theme. 








FOREIGN NOTES. 





“THE GOLDEN LEGEND” 1n BERLIN.—On March 
26th, the eagerly expected performance of ‘ The 
Golden Legend ” took place in the Royal Opera 
House in presence of a most brilliant audience. 
The performance was very imperfect. Madame 
Pattini has no qualifications for the part of *‘ Elsie,” 
nor was Madame Lammert satisfactory as ‘‘ Ursula.” 
Herr Nicholas Rothmiihl as “ Prince Henry” and 
Herr Franz Krolop as ‘‘ Lucifer ” were better, but 
such soloists would not be tolerated in England. 
The choruses were sung by 350 members of the 
Sternischer Gesangverein. In consequence of the 
unsatisfactory character of the performance, Sir 
Arthur Sullivan telegraphed to Madame Albani, who 
is fortunately able to comply with his wishes, and 
Sir Arthur will present his work to the next audience 
in Berlin with the advantage of the original ex- 
ponent of ‘ Elsie.” 





Mr. AuGcustus Harris has engaged Mr. Manci- 
nelli (composer of the Oratorio “Isaiah,” to be 
produced at Norwich next autumn) as conductor of 
the Italian Opera season at Drury Lane. 
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THe musical celebrity given to Eastbourne by 
Julian Adams, seems to be on the wane. A local 
paper says:—‘*No one would probably be bold 
enough to aver that the Devonshire Park Company 
was a popular institution in the town; on the con- 
trary the question has more than once been asked of 
us whether there is any “ Devonshire Park Company” 
at ail? It has been noticed, and frequently com- 
mented upon, that we constantly see, both in advertise- 
ments and great big posters, ‘‘Mr. A. Standen 
Triggs begs to announce” so and so, but that the 
‘* Devonshire Park Company” never announces any- 
thing at all, not even a dividend. The public would 
much like to know whether this great place of enter- 
tainment is under the control of the directors or 
whether Mr. A. Standen Triggs has practically taken 
the concern over. Whether this be so or not, it is 
certain that the ‘‘ Company” has been utterly effaced 
and ignored for the past two years. Four of our 
local papers vie with each other in their efforts to say 
somethiug more pleasant than the others in praise of 
the ability and enterprise of Mr. Triggs, but we 
scarcely ever hear a word about the ‘t‘ Company.” 
No wonder people begin to doubt whether Mr. Triggs 
and the ‘‘Company ” are not synonymous terms, 
To curry favour the most unmerited flattery is resorted 
to by the four toadies of the press, but we suppose it 
is from pureignorance that’ the Gazette gives Mr. 
Triggs fulsome praise for the ‘“ managerial acumen 
and enterprise” which he displayed in securing 
‘* such an array of undoubted talent” as appeared at 
the recent concert.” 





On Tuesday, the 8th ult., the Shepherd’s Bush 
and Hammersmith Sacred Choral Union gave a 
performance of Handel’s ‘ Messiah,” at Oaklands 
Chapel, Uxbridge Road. The soloists were Misses
